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) of Children in Summertime :

HOUSANDS and thousands of 
4 the city’s children are found to 

fall off physically in the sum- 
mer vacation instead of gaining be- 
cause of the neglect of their parents 
and also of the community. When 
the schools are closed the children 
do not know what te do with them- 
selves, but swarm the streets and 
loaf and fight. Many of them lose 
weight because of irregular and in- 
eerrect feeding or slip back from 
the normal and wholesome routine 
ef the school year. It is therefore 
most important for the mother to 
realize her responsibility and the 
special care which she should give 
children in hot weather. 

No matter what their age, from in- 
fancy upward, if the key to children's 
care in hot weather could be ex- 
pressed in a single word, [ am sure 
that one word would be “regularity.” 
For no other so completely includes 
the various habits of regular meal 
hours, regular daily bathing and re¢- 
ular hours of slepping and play. The 
child more than the adult feels the 
heat and its muscles and general or- 
ganism become greatly relaxed. It. 
therefore, cannot stand even a slight 
strain on digestion or loss of sleep or 
interruptions and changes in daily 
habits. , 

Why, merely because it is warm 
weather. allow the children to in- 
duige in frequent cold drinks or their 
demands for frozen dishes, pop corn 
and confections, especially between 
meals? On the contrary, their diet 
and foods should be more carefully 
supervised in summer time than in 
any other season. 

Great care should be taken that 
they do not eat overripe fruit or any 
fruit in too great quantities. For 
very young children the fruits should 
be strained of irritating seeds or par- 
ticles. Watermelon, cucumber and 
berries should be guarded against 
and eaten only in the most moderate 
quantities and when in perfect con- 
dition. as they are frequent causes 
ef diarrhea and summer complaint. 

Eggnog. cup custard and other 
ways of cooking eggs when no grease 
is used: well-cooked green vegetables 
especially peas, carrots, onions, beets 
and spinach; such cereals as rice, 
eorn er wheat flakes with milk; 
stewed or fresh fruits: cream cheese 
and whitefish in place of meat: a 
quart of quality milk every dar— 
such a balanced and wholesome, but 
net taxing. menu may easily be ar- 
ranged for the child according to its 
age. Let the noon meal be very 
light especially im the hottest weath- 
er. Buttermilk is the most wonder- 
ful feed for children and a giass of 
it and some whole wheat crackers

spread with peanut butter make an 
ideal and refreshing lunch. 

A daily or twice daily bath insures 
both cleanliness and coolness in sul- 
try weather. There is no means so 
effective to quell fretfulnmess as to let 
the child play in a tub of water. A 
few floating tors will help keep even 
the most fractious child amused and 
also lower his temperature in 4a 
wholesome and refreshing way which 
will induce a rest or nap. When you 
get to the point where you “don 
know what to do with Willie.” and 
when he seems to have exhausted 
every possible means of occupryin 
himself, tip him in the bathtub and 
let him play toy boats and Niagara 
Falls with the bath spray until he 
cools and tires himself out and is 
ready to take a good sleep. 

Regular hours of rest or sleep are 
absolutely essential to the child's 
summer health. 

Many mothers the children 
are all right as long as they are out- 
doors. But nothing could §}e worse 
for some children than to be allowed 
to thus “run wild” without organized 
play. Play schools do keep children 
eff the streets. children do nor 
grow by merely bein kept—they 
must be active and kept interested. 
If possible. children should be sent 
regularly to a playground where 
there is supervised activity of a 
wholesome sort. 

No child should be outdoors in di- 
rect sunlight in the hot part of the 
day. This is the period to keep him 
indoors, dressed in but a single one- 
piece garment, without shoes ani 
stockings. amd if he is mot taking a 
nap or a rest he should be provided 
with something special to play with. 
For the very young child the various 
kindergarten toys—the colored balls 
to string, the mats to weave, the peg- 
board and colored papers—-will keep 
him happily busy. Older boys shou! 
have their own play space for car- 
pentering. making toys out of tin 
cans and spools or their collections 
of stamps. insects. etc. 

The summer vacation. let it not be 
forgotten, is the one gicrious oppor- 
tunity in which to train little sister 
in some forms of light housekeeping. 
Mothers, do mot neglect this chance 
te emcovrage your daughters to help 
you in cooking and table setting. in 
the worth while task of making 
beds neatir. or sewing. It ts only 
by this “little learning by the war” 
that you may ever expect Marjorie 
er Jean to become efficient home- 
makers in the future. 
the next lap after the mud pie stage 
and most of the little chores around 
the house are best learned in the 
pliable rears of adolescence.

HEN foods are added to the 
diet of an infant this should be 


done very gradually and at 4!! 
times newly added foods should tre 
served in small quantities. It is best 
not to add new foods during che 
summer. 

Beef juice should appear in the 
menu of the average child when it 
reaches the age of nine months. Phy- 
sicians recommended it even for the 
five-months-old baby who is wea« 
and anaemic. Begin with two te: 
spoonfuls diluted with the same 
quantity of water. It should be given 
at the midday meal, preferably about 
15 minutes before the regular feed- 
ing. Gradually increase the quan- 
tity until by the end of a month 
six teaspoonfuls are given. Two or 
threé tablespoonfuls of beef juice and 
double this amount of broth, when 
this is given, are ample for a child 
of one year. Even a child of four 
years should receive not more than 
two ounces of beef and four ounces 
of broth. Mutton and chicken broth 
may be given on alternate days with
